3. Aa is the case of defence counsel in a criminal procecd~- 
ing, will Mr. Craig be expected to agsswne the responsi- 
bility of pureaulag every avenue of defense so as to best 
represent Cswald’s interest? Will he te given the 
necessary funds to do 60? 


The snuswer to beth thase questions is "No" because 
the Commission dces not concede that Mr. Craig's function 
43 that of defense counsel in a criminal proceeding. 
First, the Commission recognizes that this procesding 
is not s trial, that guilt in the manner of determination 
im a erisinal case can not be ascertained and that 
tte. Craig's fumetion 1a limited to sdvising the Conmsis- 
gion so thet it may not overlook any proper consideration 
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in determining that the test of truth has been act 
by the Commission in the examination of any facets of 
the investigation pointing toward the involvement of 
Lee Barvey Oswald. The Comission believes that it 
is important that it, as well ca the public, under- 
atands that there is not a proper analogy between the 
investigation now being conducted and a criminal 


trial. 


4, Will he be asked to submit recommendations to the 
Commission, or file a brief. 


My. Craig will be asked té submit such memoranda, 
briefs or recommendations to the ataff of the Comuls- 
sion or the Commission as he may dezire to present. 


In accordence with my suggestion during our visit I trust that 
you will fecl free at any time to make such recommendations or com- 
ments eas occur to you which may be helpful to the Commission in the
